This  new  counterfeit  made  its  appearance  in  this  city,  and  is  on  the  issue  of  the  Series 
of  1896,  having  on  its  face  a reproduction  of  the  painting  “Science  presenting  Electricity 
and  Steam  to  Commerce  and  Manufactures.”  This  counterfeit  bears  check  letter  C,  small 
seal,  and  is  signed  B.  K.  Bruce,  Register,  and  Ellis  H.  Roberts,  Treasurer.  The  most 
noticeable  defect  is  the  blurred  and  scratchy  appearance  of  the  whole  face  of  note,  particu- 
larly the  female  group  in  centre,  although  other  notes  may  be  printed  with  more  care. 

The  Treasury  number  on  this  counterfeit  is  a light  blue  and  the  seal  originally  black 
and  recolored  red.  Plate  No.  29,  to  be  found  to  the  left  of  Treasurer’s  signature. 

The  counterfeit  is  one-eighth  of  an  inch  shorter  than  the  genuine,  and  no  attempt 
, made  in  the  specimen  before  us  to  imitate  the  fibre  found  in  the  genuine  note.  The  back 
of  note  is  very  poorly  executed,  particularly  the  portrait  of  Morse.  Credit  is  due  Edgar 
J.  Tandy,  with  the  Hanover  National  Bank,  New  York,  for  detection  of  this  counterfeit.

This  note  is  apparently  a lithograph,  printed  on  two  sheets  of  Japanese  tissue  paper, 
between  which  very  coarse  red  and  blue  silk  fibre  bas  been  distributed.  The  lathe  work 
in  counters  on  face  is  crudely  executed ; lettering  in  border  so  blurred  as  to  be  illegible ; 
color  of  ink  is  a reddish  brown,  instead  of  black ; seal  is  of  bright  brick  red,  instead  of 
carmine.  The  number  of  the  note  at  hand  is  E20394345  ; color  and  formation  of  numbers 
good,  but  alignment  bad. 

The  back  of  the  note  is  more  deceptive  than  the  face.  The  number  of  the  back  plate 
is  36.  Line  “Bureau  Engraving  and  Printing”  is  so  blurred  as  to  be  illegible,  and  all  of 
the  ornamental  work  is  so  blurred  that  detail  is  lost. 

The  note  will  not  deceive  any  one  familiar  with  money.

This  new  counterfeit  made  its  appearance  in  this  city,  and  is  on  the  issue  under  the 
Act  of  July  14,  1890,  series  1891,  check  letter  D,  plate  No.  4,  signed  B.  K.  Bruce,  Register 
of  the  Treasury,  Ellis  H.  Roberts,  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  and  bears  the  small  scal- 
loped seal.  This  counterfeit  will  pass  the  careless  handler  of  money.  The  most  noticeable 
defect,  however,  is  in  the  portrait  of  McPherson,  which  has  a staring  look,  and  the  head 
appears  flat,  while  in  genuine  it  stands  out  lifelike.  The  seal  is  a dark  red,  instead  of 
bright  carmine.  The  Treasury  number  brick-red,  and  the  parallel  ruling  underneath  very 
poorly  imitated.  The  lathe  work  is  also  very  poorly  imitated.  The  paper  is  much  thinner 
than  the  genuine,  and  the  silk  fibre  is  closely  imitated  by  red  and  blue  pen  and  ink  lines. 

Credit  is  due  Mr.  Edwin  A.  Lahn,  Receiving  Teller,  Citizens’  Savings  Bank,  New  York, 
for  the  detection  of  this  counterfeit.

This  counterfeit  is  printed  on  stiff,  heavy,  bond 
paper,  no  attempt  having  been  made  to  imitate  the  silk  fibre  of  the  genuine  paper.  The 
entire  face  of  the  note  has  a blurred,  smutted  appearance,  especially  is  this  true  of  the  portrait 
of  Jackson.  The  check  letter  has  been  omitted  from  the  left  end  of  note.  The  small  curved 
line  between  “ Series  of  ” and  “ 1880,”  and  the  small  ornamental  floral  design  at  the  end  of 
the  imprint  of  the  Bureau  Engraving  and  Printing,  upper  left  face  of  note,  have  also  been 
omitted.  The  note  is  from  one-sixteenth  to  one-eighth  of  an  inch  smaller  than  the  genuine. 
The  seal  is  darker  than  the  genuine.  The  Treasury  numbers  are  smaller,  but  fairly  good 
in  color.  The  back  of  the  note  is  lighter  green  than  the  genuine,  and  the  lathe  work  and 
small  lettering  is  very  poor.

Dangerous  Counterfeit  Quarter  Dollars. 

Subscribers  are  cautioned  to  be  on  the  look-out  for  counterfeit  quarter  dollars  bearing 
date  1895,  which  are  being  freely  circulated  throughout  Long  Island.  This  counterfeit, 
like  the  half  dollar  counterfeit  mentioned  below,  has  the  weight,  diameter,  thickness,  and 
ring  of  the  genuine  coin,  being  made  of  silver.  The  most  noticeable  defect  is  the  words, 
“I11  God  We  Trust,”  on  obverse  of  coin,  which  on  the  counterfeit  touches  the  milling  of 
the  coin,  while  on  the  genuine  it  does  not.  On  the  reverse  the  “ Q ” and  “ R ” in  quarter 
are  imperfect,  and  the  stars  over  the  eagle  are  imperfect.  The  reeding  on  the  outer  edge 
of  coin  is  very  well  done  on  this  counterfeit. 

Credit  is  due  Mr.  Frank  E.  Half,  Assistant  Treasurer,  Long  Island  Railroad  Company, 
Long  Island  City,  N.  Y.,  for  information  and  detection  of  this  counterfeit. 


Dangerous  Counterfeit  Half  Dollars. 

A very  dangerous  counterfeit  half  dollar,  bearing  date  1S9S,  has  made  its  appearance  in 
this  city.  This  counterfeit  has  the  weight,  diameter  and  thickness  of  the  genuine  coin, 
hence  coin  scales  will  not  detect  it.  The  lettering  on  the  counterfeit  is  somewhat  imper- 
fect, especially  the  last  syllable  in  pluribus,  and  the  final  “m  ” in  ununi  on  the  reverse  of 
coin.  Two  dies  have  been  used  in  stamping  the  reverse  side  of  these  coins,  which  is  proven 
by  examining  the  position  of  the  stars.  On  some  the  star  touches  the  last  letter  “ S ” in  the 
word  States,  while  on  others  it  is  some  distance  from  it.  On  the  obverse  of  coin  there 
appears  a dot  on  the  top  end  of  the  “ 1 ” in  date  1898,  and  the  nose  of  figure  has  flat  appear- 
ance. Credit  is  due  Mr.  Warren  Marcus,  Cashier  Manhattan  Railway  Company,  for  the 
detection  of  this  counterfeit. 


Sweated  Gold  Coin. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  a Five  Dollar  gold  coin,  bearing  date  1882,  which  has 
been  sweated  by  the  electric  process  and  is  about  six  grains  light  in  weight. 
Only  the  back  of  the  coin  has  been  tampered  with,  and  the  appearance  is  more 
or  less  blurred,  while  the  face  is  as  distinct  and  sharp  as  though  the  coin  had 
been  freshly  minted.  Scratches  like  pin-marks  are  apparent,  the  result  of  the 
process  employed.  The  specimen  before  us  was  received  from  Mr.  J.  W. 
Hencke,  Cashier  in  the  office  of  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
who  submitted  it  to  us  for  our  opinion  as  to  whether  it  was  a genuine  coin 
that  had  been  sweated,  or  was  a counterfeit.  Our  subscribers  should  be  on 
their  guard  against  all  gold  coin  that  is  light  in  weight.  The  operation  of 
sweating  usually  leaves  no  trace  on  the  coin  except  a more  or  less  worn  ap- 
pearance such  as  any  coin  might  have  after  considerable  handling.  The 
abrasion  allowed  by  the  Government  is  only  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  of  the 
standard  weight,  or  about  2 x/z  cents  on  a five  dollar  piece.  A loss  of  six 
grains  is  equal  to  nearly  5 per  cent,  of  the  standard  weight,  a loss  in  value 
of  about  25  cents.  Any  one  accepting  a light  weight  coin  which  falls  more 
than  )/z  per  cent,  below  full  weight  is  compelled  by  the  Government  to  stand 
the  loss.  For  that  reason  no  one  should  accept  gold  coins  not  up  to  the  stan- 
dard weight.

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New  Currency  Issues. 

The  Treasury  Department  is  preparing  a new  issue  of  currency  which 
will  combine  many  new  features  that  every  one  engaged  in  handling  much 
money  will  at  once  concede  are  highly  commendable.  So  far  as  their  legal 
qualifications  are  concerned  our  issues  of  paper  money  are  multiform  in  their 
variable  uses.  It  will  take  an  Act  of  Congress  to  remedy  this,  but  it  is  quite 
within  the  authority  of  the  Treasury  Department  to  give  us  a currency  that 
it  is  possible  for  the  public  to  familiarize  itself  with,  and  that  will  be  more 
difficult  for  the  counterfeiters  to  imitate  or  to  alter. 

Assurances  came  from  Washington  that  the  first  step  decided  upon  by  the 
Secretar)^  of  the  Treasury  is  to  make  the  designs  on  all  the  notes  of  the  same 
denomination  alike.  The  Government  now  issues  four  varieties  of  notes, 
greenbacks,  gold  certificates,  silver  certificates  and  Treasury  notes.  In  all 
eight  different  denominations  are  issued,  exclusive  of  those  of  $1,000  and 
higher  which  are  not  in  general  circulation.  The  designs  on  the  various 
forms  of  notes  of  the  same  denomination  are  not  alike,  consequently  a $5 
greenback  differs  very  much  from  a $5  silver  certificate  or  a $5  Treasury  note. 
It  is  now  proposed  to  make  the  designs  uniform  for  each  denominaion.  This 
will  be  a most  valuable  safeguard  against  note-raising,  for  the  public  once 
familiar  with  the  appearance  of  a note  of  any  denomination  will  not  be  easily 
fooled  by  a note  raised  from  one  dollar  or  two  dollars  to  ten  dollars  or  twenty 
dollars.  One  of  the  lessons  which  the  United  States  Treasury  Counter- 
feit Detector  years  ago  laid  down  in  reference  to  learning  how  to  detect 
counterfeit  money  was  first  to  become  acquainted  with  the  appearance  of 
genuine  notes,  after  that  it  is  comparatively  easy  to  detect  the  imperfections 
of  imitations. 

The  value  of  this  rule  is  recognized  in  the  proposed  action  of  the  Treas- 
ury department  regarding  the  new  issues.  It  will  be  easier  for  the  public  to 
learn  the  distinctive  features  of  eight  different  designs  than  of  twenty-five  or 
thirty. 

The  design  of  the  new  $5  issues,  it  is  reported,  has  been  settled  upon  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  Like  some  of  the  more  recent  issues  of  notes, 
there  will  be  considerable  open  work  so  as  to  allow  the  silk  thread  in  the  paper 
to  be  distinctly  seen.  For  this  purpose  open  spaces  have  been  left  at  both 
ends  of  the  note.  It  is  a conceded  fact  that  the  most  difficult  notes  to  coun- 
terfeit successfully  are  those  with  the  least  printing  and  engraving  on  them. 
It  is  easier  to  imitate  a complicated  design  than  a simple  one,  just  as  the  fin- 
ger finds  a complicated  signature  the  easiest  to  copy. 

The  following  description  of  the  $5  design  appears  in  a Washington 
dispatch  to  the  New  York  Sun  : 

On  the  face  of  the  new  five  dollar  note  will  appear  a portrait,  flanked  on  either  side  by 
an  allegorical  figure.  To  the  right  of  the  present  design  appears  the  figure  of  a man,  nude 
but  for  the  cloth  abont  his  loins,  partly  reclining  and  apparently  engaged  in  reading  a 
scroll.  To  the  left  is  the  figure  of  another  man,  also  semi-recumbent,  with  his  right  hand 
at  his  left  side  as  though  in  the  act  of  drawing  a sword.  This  figure,  which  is  supposed  to 
represent  an  old  frontiersman,  shows  a man  naked  to  the  waist,  and  his  legs  clothed  in 
deer-skin  trousers,  fringed  to  the  knee,  and  bound  with  thongs  from  the  knee  to  the  foot. 
On  his  head  is  a coon-skin  cap.  An  incongruity  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  old  frontiersman 
is  wearing  a pair  of  Roman  sandals  ; but  this  part  of  the  design  will  probably  be  altered. 
1 lie  figures  are  supposed  to  typify  the  warrior  and  the  student. 

Under  the  picture  will  be  printed  the  character  of  the  note,  silver  certificate,  legal 
tender,  etc.  In  eacli  of  the  upper  corners  is  a figure  5,  and  in  each  of  the  lower  corners  a 
smaller  figure  5,  each  one  being  surrounded  with  lathe  work.  To  the  right  of  the  centre 
the  Ireasury’s  scolloped  seal  will  appear,  and  to  the  left  a large  V.  The  character  of  the 
notes  of  the  new  issues  are  to  be  told  from  the  color  of  the  seal,  of  the  number  and  of  the 
figure,  V,  X,  L,  etc. 

In  order  to  render  the  character  of  the  notes  easily  distinguishable,  the  numbers,  the 
seal  and  the  Roman  numeral,  V,  X,  L,  etc.,  will  be  printed  in  a different  color  for  each 
class  of  notes.  For  instance,  the  silver  certificates  will  have  the  number  and  seal  in  red, 
the  I reasury  notes  in  blue,  and  the  greenbacks  in  brown  or  black.  The  colors  have  not 
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been  fixed  as  yet.  By  this  means  bank  cashiers  will  be  able  to  separate  the  notes  rapidly 
into  greenbacks,  silver  certificates  and  Treasury  notes,  without  looking  at  the  wording  of 
the  notes. 


Government  Bank  Supervision. 

We  confess  that  we  have  never  entertained  any  high  regard  for  Govern- 
ment supervision  of  the  banks,  whether  it  be  by  National  or  State  Government. 
As  a protection  of  the  public  against  dishonest  management  of  a bank  we 
believe  it  to  be  wholly  impotent,  nor  does  our  theory  at  all  conflict  with  the 
character  or  ability  of  those  officials  whose  duty  it  is  to  exercise  supervision. 
But  it  does  seem  to  us  that  an  individual  has  as  good  a chance  of  acquiring  an 
education  by  walking  through  a college  building,  as  the  Government  bank 
examiner  has  to  find  out  what  bank  officers  desire  to  conceal,  by  wading 
through  the  bank’s  books. 

Banks  fail  and  banks  are  wrecked  with  or  without  Government  super- 
vision, and  in  a majority  of  cases  we  believe  it  is  safe  to  assert  that  failures 
and  defalcations  have  occurred  or  been  discovered  after  examiners  have  fin- 
ished their  investigations  and  returned  favorable  reports,  while  only  in  a very 
small  minority  have  the  unsavory  disclosures  come  through  the  examiners’ 
own  lynx-eyed  researches.  Nor  is  this  a reflection  upon  the  intelligence  or 
the  fidelity  of  bank  examiners.  It  is  simply  impossible  for  any  person,  lim- 
ited as  he  is  to  time,  and  unfamiliar  as  he  must  be  with  the  inner  affairs  of  the 
institution  he  examines,  to  penetrate  all  the  detail  of  its  operations. 

The  question  of  Government  supervision  has  come  up  of  late  in  Canada. 
The  failure  of  the  Banque  Ville-Marie,  like  all  failures,  has  started  an  agita- 
tion for  a remedy  that  will  prevent  other  failures.  But  is  Government  super- 
vision the  remedy  ? Well,  our  friends  across  the  border  have  only  to  do  what 
our  highly  respected  contemporary  the  Montreal  Shareholder  has  done,  take 
note  of  the  experience  of  the  United  States,  to  find  that  it  is  no  remedy  at 
all.  The  Shareholder  rightly  say t>  that  the  system  here  has  been  ‘ ‘ anything 
but  satisfactory,”  and  that  with  our  system  of  bank  supervision  in  force, 
‘‘suspensions  are  of  frequent  occurrence,  and  in  the  face  of  the  inspection 
reckless  banking  operations  and  frauds  are  brought  to  light  after  the  suspen- 
sion, which  the  system  of  Government  inspection  failed  to  detect  previous 
thereto.” 

That  is  a fact  admitting  of  no  denial.  In  Canada  we  believe  Government 
inspection  would  be  even  less  effective  than  here  because  of  the  system  of 
branch  banks  there  in  vogue.  As  to  the  difficulty  involved,  the  Shareholder 
has  this  to  say  : ^ 

Government  inspection  of  our  banks  with  their  numerous  branches  would  involve  an 
interference  with  the  working  of  these  institutions  which  would  seriously  incommode  the 
public,  without  in  any  way  accomplishing,  in  a satisfactory  manner,  the  object  aimed  at. 
Government  bank  inspection,  to  be  of  any  value,  would  involve  a minute  and  careful  inves- 
tigation of  the  whole  of  a bank’s  assets.  This  would  mean,  to  be  of  any  value,  that  every 
security  held  by  the  bank  would  be  subjected  to  careful  scrutiny,  in  order  that  its  true 
marketable  value  should  be  decisively  ascertained.  This  would  involve  the  necessity  of  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  solvency  of  every  individual  whose  name  was  attached  to  each 
of  these  securities.  Without  such,  the  inspection  would  not  be  complete,  and  yet,  such  an 
undertaking,  apart  from  other  objections,  would  be  emphatically  beyond  the  capability  of 
any  Government  inspector. 

Even  granting  that  the  difficulty  above  suggested  might  be  removed,  of 
what  advantage  is  an  inspection  which  merely  verifies  the  assets?  "Verification 
of  the  liabilities  is  quite  as  necessary.  Take  the  banks  of  Canada,  where  lia- 
bilities now  approximate  $320,000,000,  all  of  which,  except  about  ^260,000,000, 
consists  of  deposits  by  the  public.  What  examination  will  be  of  value  which 
leaves  in  doubt  the  question  whether  the  indebtedness  of  the  banks  to  the 
public  is  really  $260,000,000,  or  in  fact  $50,000,000  or  $100,000,000  moie  than 
that  amount  ? Government  supervision  has  not  yet  found  a way  to  ascertain 
the  deposit  indebtedness  of  banks  ; it  accepts  in  whole  or  part  the  declaration 
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of  the  banks  themselves  as  to  what  their  deposits  are.  A bank  with  $10,000,- 
000  deposits  and  $15,000,000  assets  might  be  perfectly  solvent,  but  with 
$20,000,000  deposits  and  $15,000,000  assets  it  would  be  hopelessly  insolvent. 

We  believe  that  the  present  system  of  supervision  in  Canada  is  superior 
to  our  own,  and  that  a change  there  that  would  result  in  the  imitation  of  ours 
would  be  a mistake.  The  banks  themselves  can  best  erect  safeguards  against 
bad  management  and  dishonesty,  and  the  Canadian  law,  holding  to  rigid 
accountability  bank  officials  whose  laxity  or  wrongdoing  is  responsible  for 
disaster,  is  the  best  protection  the  bank-using  public  can  have. 


Mr.  M.  L.  Muhleman’s  Forecast. 

The  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  the  serious  work  of  framing  issues 
upon  which  another  political  campaign  is  to  be  waged  throughout  the  country, 
will  be  taken  up.  How  far  the  currency  question  will  be  involved  in  those 
issues  is  at  present  receiving  the  consideration  of  thoughtful  men.  There  are 
various  phases  of  the  question,  the  coinage  of  silver,  a positive  declaration 
regarding  the  gold  standard,  the  retirement  of  the  greenbacks,  and  the  exten- 
sion of  national  bank  circulation,  and  all  of  them  are  likely  to  figure  in  any 
currency  issue.  A very  interesting  survey  of  the  situation  and  forecast  of  the 
coming  campaign  have  been  made  a part  of  a paper  contributed  by  Mr.  Mau- 
rice L.  Mulileman,  of  the  U.  S.  Sub-Treasury,  to  The  American  Banker. 

Mr.  Muhleman  is  well  qualified  to  judge  of  the  situation,  and  we  think 
he  correctly  estimates  the  iufluence  of  certain  factors  that  are  now  shaping 
the  issues  that  will  enter  the  political  canvass.  Mr.  Muhleman  sees  on  the  one 
hand  that  the  Republicans  who  favor  an  unequivocal  indorsement  of  the  gold 
standard  are  increasing,  while  those  who  in  1896  favored  the  free  coinage  of 
silver  are  losing  support  from  one  reason  or  another.  It  is,  however,  the 
Republican  press  in  general  which  shows  a preponderance  of  opinion  in  favor 
of  a special  declaration  for  gold,  while  there  are  many  political  leaders  of  the 
party  in  favor  of  temporizing,  and  the  rank  and  file  are  concerning  them- 
selves very  little  on  the  subject. 

On  the  silver  side  the  conditions  are  reversed,  the  press  is  seriously  divi- 
ded on  the  question  of  reviving  the  silver  issue,  while  there  is  less  division 
among  the  party  leaders  who  “ continue  to  feel  that  the  battle-cry  of  ’96  with 
Bryan  as  the  candidate,  is  calculated  to  give  them  the  victory.”  As  to  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  Democratic  party,  Mr.  Muhleman  says  : “ While  it  is 
difficult  to  measure  how  far  the  rank  and  file  favor  the  silver  issue,  their 
devotion  to  their  candidate  is  manifestly  not  on  the  wane.” 

This  being  the  situation  the  question  arises,  Will  Congress  do  anything  at 
all  in  the  way  of  currency  legislation  in  the  coming  session?  Mr.  Muhleman 
thinks  that  the  Republican  leaders  should  at  least  declare  the  policy  of  the 
United  States,  that  so  long  as  an  international  agreement  regarding  silver  is 
not  practicable,  the  power  to  use  the  silver  dollar  as  a legal  tender  in  payment 
of  government  obligations  will  not  be  exercised,  affixing  to  it  the  additional 
declaration  that  the  Government  is  prepared  to  consider  any  future  proposi- 
tion for  an  international  agreement. 

The  Republicans,  the  writer  says,  will  probably  do  nothing  more  concern- 
ing the  greenback  except  ‘‘to  take  the  view  that  the  note-issuing  functions 
of  the  Government  must  be  separated  from  its  other  functions,  and  that  the 
greenbacks,  once  redeemed,  shall  not  be  reissued  except  for  gold  deposited.” 
Tittle  is  likely  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  reforming  the  National  Bank  system. 
The  Democrats  will  no  doubt  continue  their  declaration  against  the  National 
banks. 

Mr.  Muhleman  ends  his  article  by  expressing  the  belief  that  ‘‘no  con- 
crete plan  of  currency  reform  can  be  expected  to  be  brought  before  the  people 
at  the  polls.”  To  recapitulate,  he  says:  ‘‘The  natural  tendency  toward  a 
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laisscx-faire  policy  will  most  likely  preponderate  ; and  despite  the  years  of 
agitation  and  discussion,  there  will  be  no  radical  reform  of  our  currency  sys- 
tem advocated  by  the  party  in  power  in  the  year  of  grace,  1900.  But,  lest 
indifference  shall  result  in  a failure  to  do  even  the  little  that  the  business  com- 
munity has  every  reasan  to  expect,  it  is  necessary  strenuously  to  insist  at 
least  upon  the  minimum  which  the  President  in  his  messages  definitely  fixed 
for  his  party.” 



Credit  Departments  for  Banks. 

We  regret  exceedingly  that  lack  of  space  prevents  our  publishing  in  full 
the  very  interesting  address  delivered  before  the  American  Bankers’  Associa- 
tion, at  Cleveland,  by  Mr.  James  G.  Cannon,  Vice-President  of  the  Fourth 
National  Bank  of  this  city.  The  subject  of  Mr.  Cannon’s  address  was,  “The 
Possibilities  of  Banking  Co-operation  under  a Uniform  System  of  Credit 
Departments  and  Standardized  Property  Statements.”  Mr.  Cannon  not  only 
made  a forceful  argument  in  favor  of  credit  departments  by  banks,  and  for  a 
uniform  property  statement  blank,  but  he  presented  model  blanks,  and  also 
had  on  exhibition  during  the  sessions  of  the  Association  model  credit  depart- 
ments, the  methods  of  which  he  fully  explained  to  all  interested  bankers. 
From  Mr.  Cannon’s  address  we  extract  the  following  : 

The  methods  of  conducting  business  have  so  changed  in  recent  years  that  merchants 
now  find  it  necessary  to  sell  their  goods  largely  upon  open  account,  instead  of  taking 
notes  in  payment  of  merchandise  indebtedness,  and  having  the  obligations  discounted  at 
bank  ; hence  credit  extended  to  the  merchant  must  be  predicated  upon  his  solvency.  This 
being  the  case,  it  is  essential  to  have  at  hand  definite  knowledge  as  to  the  financial  respon- 
sibility of  the  applicant  for  credit,  and  this  information  can  be  secured  from  no  better 
source  than  the  applicant  himself.  A third  party  may  give  valuable  impressions,  ideas, 
and  opinions  ; but  the  facts  which  will  place  the  creditor  in  position  to  do  justice  to  him- 
self and  to  the  party  to  whom  he  loans  money  or  sells  on  open  account,  can  only  be 
obtained  from  the  credit  seeker. 

In  order  to  have  this  information  in  such  shape  that  it  may  be  referred  to  at.  all  times 
by  the  party  who  extends  credit,  either  for  money  or  merchandise,  there  has  been  devised 
the  property  statement  blank,  which  has  come  into  such  extensive  use  during  the  past  ten 
years.  The  property  statement  blank  provides  for  a tabulated  balance  sheet,  with  a set  of 
questions  so  arranged  as  to  clearly  reveal  to  the  bank  or  the  seller  of  merchandise  such 
facts  concerning  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  party  seeking  credit  as  will  readily  indicate 
the  true  condition  of  his  affairs.  Such  information  as  is  provided  for  by  this  blank  I con- 
tend is  the  only  true  basis  for  the  extension  of  credit.  It  is  time  that  banks  realized  the 
necessity  for  insisting  on  the  receipt,  at  stated  intervals,  of  signed  property  statements 
from  all  their  customers  who  seek  accommodation.  When  a loan  without  collateral  is 
applied  for,  it  should  be  established  as  a principle  of  banking  and  good  business  usage,  that 
the  borrower  should  make  a clear  and  comprehensive  statement  of  his  financial  condition. 
It  is  our  duty,  handling  as  we  do  money  belonging  to  our  stockholders  and  depositors,  to 
insist  upon  such  protection  for  our  unsecured  loans,  and  we  should  have  no  hesitancy  in 
applying  for  exhibits. 

After  a signed  statement  is  received  and  analyzed,  if  the  applicant  for  credit  is  not 
thoroughly  known  to  the  bank,  further  investigation  of  a confirmatory  nature  should  be 
made  ; and  the  result  of  this  investigation,  as  well  as  all  data  pertaining  to  the  loans  and 
discounts  of  a bank,  should  be  properly  collated  and  filed  in  a credit  department.  This 
department  should  be  under  the  supervision  of  a credit  man,  or  one  of  the  junior  officers  of 
the  bank.  The  credit  department  affords  a fixed  place  for  preserving  information  relative 
to  the  financial  standing  of  individuals,  firms  and  corporations  doing  business  with  the 
bank  ; and  this  data  should  be  kept  in  such  shape  as  to  be  readily  accessible  to  the  officers. 
A good  credit  man  can  relieve  the  officers  of  an  immense  amount  of  detail,  which  involves 
both  time  and  physical  labor.  It  is  quite  impossible  for  the  officers,  especially  in  a large 
bank,  to  personally  canvass  the  trade  for  details  concerning  the  affairs  and  business 
methods  of  houses  in  which  the  bank  is  interested,  or  to  personally  dictate  the  letters  of 
inquiry,  which  in  some  cases  must  be  written  to  secure  this  information.  By  assigning  a 
bright,  intelligent  clerk  to  these  matters,  under  proper  supervision,  the  desired  results  may 
be  reached  with  dispatch  and  with  a degree  of  accuracy  otherwise  impossible  for  the  bank’s 
officers  to  attain,  with  the  multitude  of  their  responsibilities.  It  is  the  general  custom  for 
bank  officers  to  endeavor  to  remember  the  facts  they  learn  regarding  their  customers  in- 
stead of  committing  them  to  definite  records.  Experience  has  proven  that  this  is  very 
*n satisfactory,  as  the  best  memory  becomes  hazy  as  time  advances,  and  the  facts  and  ini- 
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pressions  regarding  a depositor’s  standing  and  responsibility,  if  not  preserved  by  careful 
records,  become  confused  and  sometimes  lead  to  losses. 

Every  bank  should  have  a thoroughly  organized  and  properly  equipped  credit  depart- 
ment. The  personnel  of  concerns  and  trade  conditions  are  so  constantly  changing  that  it 
is  almost  impossible  for  a bank  officer  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  variations  of  busi- 
ness, wuthout  having  some  systematic  method  of  following  them.  The  credit  man  who 
does  this  work  can  make  his  services  invaluable  to  the  bank  officer,  as  he  will  often  see  and 
bring  to  the  officer’s  attention  details  which  might  otherwise  escape  his  notice.  It  is  fre- 
quently the  little  things  that  give  the  first  inkling  of  trouble,  and  an  efficient  credit  man, 
with  a properly  equipped  credit  department,  will  keep  the  bank’s  unsecured  assets  in  first 
class  shape  and  reduce  its  losses  to  a minimum. 

After  speaking  of  the  duties  which  should  devolve  on  the  credit  man, 
Mr.  Cannon  continued  : 

There  is  not  a large  mercantile  house  of  any  consequence  to-day  in  the  United  States 
that  has  not  a thoroughly  equipped  credit  department  in  charge  of  a competent  man  ; and 
yet,  strange  to  say,  the  number  of  credit  departments  in  banks  throughout  the  United 
States  can  be  counted  almost  upon  the  fingers  of  your  two  hands.  The  time  has  come  for 
the  introduction  of  this  feature  into  the  banking  business.  The  accumulation  of  wealth  in 
this  country,  and  the  rapidly  lowering  rates  for  money,  makes  it  incumbent  upon  us  all  to 
scrutinize  with  the  greatest  care  our  loans  and  discounts,  for  we  cannot  afford  to  take  the 
chances  of  loss  as  in  the  past,  because  of  the  diminishing  returns  for  the  use  of  our  funds. 

In  the  month  of  August  there  was  filed  in  New  York  city  a voluntary  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy, and  the  liabilities  of  the  debtor  were  $740,000,  with  assets  of  $200.  Among  the 
unsecured  creditors  were  seventeen  banks  who  were  interested  to  the  extent  of  $230,000. 
Eleven  of  these  banks  were  in  New  York  city  and  six  outside  of  the  city.  Sixty-three 
judgments  had  been  obtained  by  these  banks  against  the  insolvent  debtor.  This  exhibit 
speaks  for  itself. 

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that  if  any  of  these  banks  had  asked  for  a detailed 
statement  and  made  the  proper  investigation  of  the  same,  they  would  have  saved  them- 
selves from  these  fearful  losses.  The  time  has  come  for  a radical  reform  in  the  matter  of 
making  loans  by  banks,  and  shareholders  of  banks  should  insist  that  the  institutions  in 
which  they  are  interested  should  have  properly  equipped  credit  departments. 


William  C.  Cornwell  on  Currency  Reform. 

One  of  the  most  important  addresses  made  at  the  recent  convention  of 
the  American  Bankers’  Association  at  Cleveland,  was  that  of  Mr.  William  C. 
Cornwell,  President  of  the  City  National  Bank  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Corn- 
well  is  a man  who  thinks,  and  who  never  fails  courageously  to  express  his 
views  when  the  occasion  arises.  Mr.  Cornwell’s  address  was  on  “ What  can 
be  done  to  perfect  our  currency.”  After  stating  that  until  now  no  reform 
measures  relative  to  the  currency  could  pass  Congress  because  of  the  an- 
tagonism of  the  Senate,  he  says  now  the  Congress  is  Republican  in  both 
branches,  the  majority  has  no  decent  reasons  for  delay  in  carrying  out  its 
pledges.  Concerning  the  points  where  legislation  is  necessary  to  reform  the 
currency,  Mr.  Cornwell  spoke  at  length.  He  said  in  part  : 

The  basilar  weakness  of  our  monetary  system  is  doubt  about  the  stability  of  the  stan- 
dard. That  is  to  say,  the  Government  of  the  United  States  is  not  to  be  depended  upon  to 
redeem  its  obligations  in  gold. 

It  does  redeem  them  now  in  gold,  but  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  the  authority 
to  redeem  them  in  silver,  and  he  has  the  silver  to  do  it  with,  and  the  silver  dollar  is  a dollar 
inlaw.  W e have  always  had  a Secretary  of  the  Treasury  who  was  above  reproach.  We 
have  one  now  who  is  broad-minded  and  farseeing,  whose  skill,  training,  honesty  and  good 
judgment  peculiarly  fit  him  for  the  successful  conduct  of  the  financial  affairs  of  his  office, 
and  who  is  entitled  to,  and  has,  the  entire  confidence  of  the  people  in  hi6  ability  day  by 
day  and  in  any  crisis.  But  if  the  President  and  Secretary  in  office  in  1893  had  been  of  the 
same  stripe  as  the  Congress  in  power  at  the  other  end  of  Pennsylvania  Avenue  at  that  time 
the  notes  would  have  been  redeemed  in  silver  or  not  at  all,  and  we  would  have  had  the 
50-cent  dollar  and  the  smash  in  values  then  that  we  fought  so  hard  to  avoid  by  the  defeat 
of  Bryan  in  1896. 

. Government’s  great  credit  to-day  depends  upon  its  keeping  good  the  promise 
which  you  may  read  on  every  greenback,  to  pay  on  demand  in  coined  dollars,  and  (although 
it  is  not  on  the  greenbacks),  to  pay  those  dollars  in  gold,  if  the  holder  demands  it.  And 
the  Government’s  credit  would  not  last  five  minutes  if  that  promise  were  known  to  be 
broken. 

It  all  depends  upon  who  is  in  the  Government,  and  that  depends  upon  politics. 
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You  may  say  there  is  no  danger  now.  But  j-ou  must  remember  that  less  than  three 
years  ago  6,500,000  people  voted  against  the  Government’s  keeping  the  promise,  and  were 
willing,  most  of  them  not  knowing  what  they  were  doing,  to  hurl  us  down  the  embank- 
ment of  national  repudiation  to  destruction. 

And  we  are  in  just  as  much  danger  now  as  then,  as  far  as  the  actual  existing  tools  and 
machinery  to  do  the  work  over  again  are  concerned. 

Three  main  things  need  to  be  done  to  perfect  our  currency  : 

First,  To  establish  the  gold  standard  by  law\ 

Second,  To  cancel  or  impound  the  greenbacks. 

Third,  To  retire  bond-secured  bank  notes  and  substitute  {properly  safeguarded  bank 
notes  against  assets. 

The  voters  have  not  yet  been  educated  up  to  the  third  requirement. 

They  have  as  to  the  first  two.  That  is  what  the  victory  at  the  polls  in  1896  meant. 

If  these  two  provisions  are  made  law,  the  Republican  sound-money  pledges  will  have 
been  redeemed. 


Our  Mineral  Wealth. 

Upon  the  farmer  the  country  and  the  world  must  largely  depend  for 
food  ; in  fact,  a universal  failure  of  crops  would  mean  the  annihilation  of  the 
human  race.  Still,  the  grain  and  the  cotton,  the  hay  and  the  vegetables,  the 
cotton  and  the  tobacco,  which  the  tiller  of  the  soil  produces  annually,  make 
but  a part  of  the  wealth  which  the  earth  yields  for  the  benefit  of  man. 

In  the  last  calendar  year  the  estimates  of  the  geological  survey  show 
that  the  mineral  production  in  the  United  States  amounted  in  value  to  the 
extraordinary  total  of  $697,880,002,  equal  to  more  than  $9  per  capita  for  every 
man,  woman  and  child  in  the  country.  This  represents  a very  large  increase 
in  the  permanent  wealth  of  the  country,  for  much  of  it  is  not  consumed  as 
fast  as  produced,  as  is  practically  the  case  with  the  products  of  agriculture. 

Never  before  was  the  production  of  minerals  in  this  country  as  large  as  in 
1898.  The  total  is  about  $50,000,000  greater  than  in  1892,  when  the  highest 
record  was  made  until  last  year.  It  is  nearly  $67,000,000  more  than  the  pro- 
duction in  1897. 

The  value  of  metallic  products  in  1898  was  $344,096,130,  an  increase  over 
1897  of  nearly  $42,000,000.  There  was  an  increase  in  all  metals  except  nickel. 
The  value  of  pig  iron  increased  $21,434,000  over  that  of  1897  ; but  while  the 
quantity  exceeded  all  previous  years,  the  lower  prices  ruling  makes  the  value 
less  than  in  1890  or  1892.  The  value  of  non-metallic  products  was  $2>52f^3r 
872,  an  increase  of  more  than  $25,000,000  over  1897.  The  value  of  bituminous 
coal  alone  was  $132,588,313,  a gain  of  $13,000,000.  The  report  gives  the 
following  figures  for  the  principal  products  :

Canadian  Banking*  Items. 

The  Merchants’  Bank  of  Canada  has  opened  a branch  at  St.  Sauveur,  Quebec. 

The  Bank  of  Ottawa  has  opened  a branch  at  Hull,  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  one 
at  Avonmore,  Ont. 

The  Molsons  Bank  has  opened  two  new  branches  at  Kingsville,  Ont.,  and  Valleyfield, 
Que.,  respectively,  making  forty  branches  which  that  bank  is  now  operating.  It  has 
eight  branches  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  twenty-seven  in  Ontario,  three  in  British 
Columbia,  one  in  Manitoba,  and  one  in  the  Northwest  Territories. 

At  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Molsons  Bank,  which  is  to  be  held  on  October 
9 next,  a by-law  will  be  submitted  increasing  the  capital  stock  $1,000,000.  The  new  stock 
will  be  divided  into  20,000  shares  of  $50  each.  The  by-law  provides  for  the  allotment  of 
the  increased  stock  pro  rata  among  the  shareholders  desirous  of  accepting  the  same,  and 
the  shareholders  will  be  asked  to  pass  the  said  by-law.  It  is  intended  at  present  to  allot 
only  10,000  of  the  shares  after  the  certificate  of  the  treasury  board  has  been  obtained. 

It  is  reported  that  an  important  amendment  will  be  proposed  to  the  banking  act  in  the 
next  session  of  the  Dominion  Parliament.  Mr.  Monk,  Conservative  member  for  Jacques 
Cartier,  it  is  understood,  will  present  the  amendment,  which  -will  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a Government  inspector,  whose  duty  it  will  be,  acting  under  instructions  from  the 
Finance  Department,  to  examine  into  the  affairs  of  banks  which  may  suspend  payment, 
and  report  the  result  of  his  investigations  to  the  Government.  Mr.  Monk  proposes 
that  the  Government  inspector  should  be  permitted  to  examine  into  the  affairs  of  a sus- 
pended bank  at  the  formal  request  of  three  of  the  shareholders. 

To  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  is  entitled  the  credit  of  finding  a very  important  field  to 
fill  and  of  filling  it  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  It  hardly  seems  possible  and  yet  we 
are  assured  that  it  is  the  fact,  that  until  very  recently  so  important  a financial  centre  as 
Boston  has  been  very  poorly  supplied  with  facilities  for  banking  with  Canadian  points. 
Taking  note  of  this  fact  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  opened  a branch  in  Boston  on  February 
1st  last,  with  Mr.  W.  F.  Stavert  as  Manager,  the  branch  being  located  at  17  State  Street. 
Mr.  Stavert  was  wisely  selected  for  this  position,  and  under  his  management  the  Boston 
branch  has  been  successful  from  its  initial  operation.  Now  a draft  or  telegraphic  transfer 
can  be  obtained  on  any  point  in  Canada,  New  Foundland  or  Klondike  through  the  Bank  of 
Nova  Scotia,  and  the  convenience  resulting  to  business  men  and  bankers  in  Boston  is  of 
inestimable  value.  The  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  is  an  old  institution  having  been  established 
67;years.  Its  assets  aggregate  nearly  $17,000,000,  and  its  deposits  $12,000,000.  It  has  a 
paid  up  capital  of  $1,500,000,  reserve  fund  of  $1,725,000,  and  accumulated  profits  in  addition 
of  $30,500. 

Some  interesting  facts  concerning  the  banking  system  of  Canada  are  contained  in  an 
interview  published  in  the  New  York  Times , which  was  had  with  Mr.  William  Gray,  a 
representative  of  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  in  this  city.  Mr.  Gray  said  that  the 
recent  suspension  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  and  the  Ville  de  Marie  banks  was  due  to  their  own 
weakness  and  not  to  any  defect  in  the  Canadian  bank  system.  “ The  Jacques  Cartier  Bank,” 

I Mr.  Gray  said,  “was  never  latterly  what  might  be  termed  a strong  institution.  The  day  of 

ithe  small  banks — in  Canada,  at  least,  where  the  branch  system  prevails — is  past.  No  bank 
with  a half  million  capital  has  any  chance  there  with  a bank  whose  capital  mounts  away 
I up  in  the  millions. 

“ But  as  for  any  talk  that  our  system  was  responsible  for  either  the  failure  of  the 
Jacques  Cartier  or  the  Ville  de  Marie,  that  is  absurd.  On  the  contrary,  the  banks  were  in- 
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herently  weak  and  failed,  not  because  of  the  system,  but  in  spite  of  it.  We  think  we  have 
a strong  system.  Certainly  it  is  one  that  affords  a practical  guarantee  for  the  note  holders 
against  any  possible  loss,  inasmuch  as  circulation  is  a first  lien  on  the  assets  of  the  bank. 
The  general  creditors,  that  is  to  say,  the  depositors,  come  next,  and  then  the  stockholders, 
who  have  a double  liability  the  same  as  the  National  banks. 

“ In  this  connection  one  peculiarly  distinctive  feature  of  the  Canadian  banks  and  one 
of  their  sources  of  strength  should  be  noted.  That  is  the  large  number  of  stockholders 
in  each  Canadian  bank.  Here  the  stocks  of  the  American  banks  are  largely  in  a few  hands, 
and  the  result  is  that  in  case  of  trouble  in  the  bank  and  a consequent  failure  on  the  part  of 
these  stockholders,  there  may  not  be  much  left  in  the  way  of  assets — or  rather  the  few 
stockholders,  perchance,  being  insolvent,  cannot  pay.  On  the  other  hand,  in  Canada, 
where  bank  stocks  are  held  by  so  many  people  and  are  so  widely  distributed,  each  holder, 
in  case  of  trouble,  is  better  able  to  pay  his  proportionate  amount  of  the  double  liability.  In 
other  words,  there  is  greater  security  with  a large  number  of  holders  than  with  a small 
number  holding  a great  amount  of  stock. 

“ Then,  too,  we  think  our  branch  system  a very  excellent  one.  Not  only  does  it  tend 
to  equalize  rates,  but  it  certainly  reduces  expenses.  In  this  country  each  independent  bank 
has  to  bear  all  its  expenses — having  separate  boards  of  directors,  executive  officers,  etc. 
With  the  branch  system,  the  management  is  directed  from  one  central  office,  and  there  is, 
therefore,  greater  uniformity  of  purpose  and  of  rates,  as  well  as  a reduction  of  expenses.”

The  em- 
bezzlements were  accomplished,  it  is  alleged,  by  his  making  fictitious  drafts  on  other  banks 
and  then  cashing  them.  By  a system  of  clever  false  debits  they  were  kept  concealed  until 
a short  time  ago,  when  the  cashier  discovered  a slight  mistake.  It  was  traced  and  the  em- 
bezzlements were  gradually  revealed. 

The  Bankers’  Trust  Company  of  New  York  City  has  filed  a certificate  of  incorporation 
with  Superintendent  Kilburn  of  the  State  Banking  Department.  The  stockholders  are  D. 
Crawford  Clarke,  Benjamin  N.  Duke,  Bayard  Dominick,  Albert  E.  Goodhart,  Hermance 
Hoskin,  Francis  H.  Leggett,  Almeric  H.  Paget,  William  G.  Park,  Gilbert  M.  Plympton, 
Henry  S.  Redmond,  W.  Scholl,  Jr.,  John  W.  Simpson,  Clarence  H.  Wildes,  and  John 
Walter  Wood,  Jr.,  all  of  New  York  City. 

The  stockholders  of  the  defunct  American  National  Bank  of  Lima,  Ohio,  have  com- 
menced suit  against  Gus  Kalb,  Cashier,  and  N.  L.  Michael,  Vice-President,  of  the  robbed 
bank  to  recover  the  amount  claimed  to  have  been  stolen  from  it  about  a year  ago,  a little 
over  $18,000.  On  last  Christmas  morning  the  bank  vault  doors  were  found  open  and  the 
money  gone.  The  time  lock  was  running  but  the  bolts  had  not  been  thrown.  The  method 
of  the  robbery  has  never  been  discovered.

The  latter  called 
Mr.  Filbert  into  the  outer  office  to  consult  a map  which  hung  on  the  wall,  and  then 
assaulted  him  with  a small  hammer.  An  aged  farmer,  named  Plagge,  happened  to  be 
passing  at  the  time  and  hearing  the  Cashier’s  cries  rushed  in  to  help  him.  Lawton  attacked 
Plagge  and  drew  a revolver.  In  the  struggle  the  weapon  was  discharged,  shooting  Law- 
ton  in  the  abdomen.  Neither  the  Cashier  nor  Lawton  is  expected  to  survive.  1 he  motive 
of  the  attack,  it  is  believed,  was  robbery. 

The  semi-annual  statement  of  the  Sacramento  Bank  of  the  City  of  Sacramento,  Cal.,  for 
July  1,  shows  that  the  capital  stock  is  $400,000  and  reserve  fund  $50>5°°)  besides  $5,216 
credited  to  profit  and  loss.  The  bank  has  $1,541,334  term  deposits  and  $1,500,419  ordinary 
deposits.  The  total  assets  amount  to  $3,550,970.  This  bank  has  such  a heavy  line  of  de- 
posits that  it  refuses  to  accept  more  than  $100  a month  from  any  depositor,  and  no  individual 
depositor  can  leave  more  than  that  amount  in  any  single  month.  1 he  bank  pays  interest 
at  the  rate  of  3 per  cent,  per  annum  on  ordinary  deposits  and  of  4 per  cent.  011  term  deposits. 
President,  Wm.  P.  Coleman  ; Vice-President,  P.  Scheld  ; Cashier,  Ed.  R.  Hamilton. 

The  Central  Realty  Bond  and  Trust  Company  of  New’  York  began  business  on  August 
28.  It  was  originally  known  as  the  New’ York  Realty  Bond  Exchange  and  I rust  Company.

No  name  is  better  known  in  or  about  Wall  Street  than  that  of  Mr.  George  William  Ely, 
the  Secretary  of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange.  Mr.  Ely  has  held  that  very  responsible 
position  since  1883,  and  for  nine  years  prior  to  that  was  one  of  the  Assistant  Secretaries  of 
the  Stock  Exchange.  Mr.  Ely  is  however,  about  to  retire  from  liis  office  to  take  the  Presi- 
dency of  the  Bankers’  Trust  Company,  which  is  now  being  organized  with  an  exceptionally 
strong  board  of  directors,  largely  representative  men  in  banking,  financial  and  insurance 
circles.  The  company  will  have  a capital  of  $1,500,000  and  a surplus  of  like  amount.  The 
selection  of  Mr.  Ely  as  President,  is  recognized  as  an  extremely  wise  one,  for  Mr.  Ely  is  a 
man  of  exceptional  ability  and  integrity.  He  began  his  business  career  in  banking  and  was 
a teller  in  the  Continental  National  Bank. 

The  P'ranklin  Savings  Institution  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  was  established  August  1,  1884,  and 
on  August  9,  1899,  its  depositors  numbered  3,568  with  deposits  aggregating  $1,423,518,  and 
its  assets  amounted  to  $1,512,462.  The  assets  and  deposits  have  more  than  doubled  in  the 
last  five  years.  Compared  with  a year  ago  the  deposits  increased  $311,000.  The  bank 
reports  a surplus  of  $88,914.  The  Franklin  Savings  Institution  is  a well  managed  institution. 
To  it  belongs  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  savings  bank  in  New  Jersey,  to  adopt  the 
plan  of  paying  depositors  interest  from  the  first  day  of  each  month.  Money  deposited 
during  the  first  three  days  of  any  month  draws  interest  from  the  first  of  that  month.  If 
deposited  after  the  third  interest  commences  the  first  of  the  following  month.  President, 
Jno.  M.  Gwinnell  ; Vice-President,  Wm.  H.  Lee  ; Secretary,  Merritt  G.  Perkins. 

What  is  possible  in  the  life  of  a man  endowed  with  intelligence  and  laudable  ambition 
and  intent  upon  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duty  of  the  hour,  appears  in  the  achieve- 
ments of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Cole,  the  President  of  the  Globe  National  Bank  of  Boston,  Mass. 
Mr.  Cole  began  his  banking  career  at  the  early  age  of  15  years,  and  his  merits  and  assiduity 
have  won  for  him  promotion  after  promotion  until,  while  still  a young  man,  at  least  not  an 
old  man,  he  was  raised  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Globe  National,  one  of  the  best  known  and 
most  prosperous  institutions  in  Boston.  Mr.  Cole  entered  the  service  of  the  Globe  National 
in  1866,  and  worked  himself  up  from  the  lowest  position  to  that  of  Cashier  by  1882.  He 
became  Vice-President  in  1894  and  President  in  1897.  His  life  has  been  a remarkably  busy 
one,  and  he  now  is  a director  in  a number  of  business  and  financial  concerns  besides  being 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  Treasurer 
of  the  widely  known  Algonquin  Club. 

The  Traders’ National  Bank  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  which  is  always  planning  to  widen  its 
usefulness,  last  month  opened  up  its  new  “ Ladies’  Department,”  which  undoubtedly  will 
become  an  important  adjunct  to  the  bank,  which  now  besides  its  regular  banking  business 
has  a savings  department,  a foreign  exchange  department  and  a safe  deposit  box  depart- 
ment. The  “Ladies’  Department”  was  opened  for  inspection  on  September  20,  and  it  is 
evident  that  the  bank  spared  no  expense  in  providing  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
its  lady  customers.  A room  handsomely  fitted  up  has  been  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the 
ladies  where  they  can  conduct  their  business  with  the  bank,  and  also  enjoy  many  of  the 
privileges  which  are  ordinarily  to  be  had  in  only  a select  club.  The  bank  adopted  an 
original  plan  of  bringing  the  new  department  to  the  notice  of  the  public,  by  inviting  essays 
from  the  ladies  residing  in  Lowell  or  Middlesex  Counties,  four  prizes  for  the  best  written 
papers  being  offered,  $50,  $35,  $25  and  $15.  There  were  a number  of  contestants  and  the 
first  prize  was  won  by  Miss  E.  M.  Wells.  After  the  contest  was  over,  the  bank  liberally 
decided  to  send  a check  for  $5  to  each  lady  who  had  written  a paper.  The  Traders’  National 
is  a very  prosperous  institution  indeed.  Only  about  7 years  old  it  had  on  September  7, 
deposits  aggregating  $2,391,936,  as  against  $1,563,992  in  1S98.  The  resources  are  $2,925,406; 
capital,  $200,000;  and  surplus,  $153,469.  Mr.  Chas.  J.  Glidden  is  President  and  Mr.  Win. 
F.  Hills  is  Cashier. 

The  National  Bank  of  Commerce  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  is  an  institution  with  a most 
interesting  history  intimately  connected  with  that  of  the  country  for  forty  years  past. 
Ihe  Globe  Democrat  of  St.  Louis  published  an  account  of  the  establishment  and  progress 
of  this  very  important  bank,  from  which  we  obtain  the  facts  here  mentioned.  The  bank 
was  started  in  the  year  of  the  great  panic,  1857,  and  as  may  be  imagined,  had  a hard  time 
of  it  at  first,  at  least  it  failed  to  grow  at  first  as  rapidly  as  it  did  later.  Its  original  title 
was  the  St.  Louis  Building  and  Savings  Association,  which  was  dropped  in  1868,  and  that 
of  the  Bank  of  Commerce  adopted.  Until  1889  it  remained  a state  institution,  but  in  that 
year  took  out  a national  charter  and  became  the  National  Bank  of  Commerce  of  St.  Louis. 
The  bank  has  a most  remarkable  record  as  a dividend  payer.  During  the  time  it  was  a 
state  bank  a period  of  32  years,  it  paid  in  cash  dividends  $172.50  per  share  and  a stock 
dividend  of  $300  per  share,  an  average  of  14^  per  cent,  per  annum.  When  the  bank 
liquidated  as  a step  precedent  to  becoming  a national  bank,  it  paid  $400  per  share  more, 
making  a total  of  $772.50  dividends,  or  23.8  per  cent,  per  annum  returned  on  the  original 
investment  of  $100  per  share  paid  in  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  month.  Since  the  bank  has 
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operated  as  a national  bank  it  has  paid  dividends  aggregating  68  per  cent.,  equal  to  over  7 
per  cent,  per  annum  for  a period  of  9^  years.  The  total  cash  dividends  paid  since  1857 
amount  to  $540.50  per  share,  but  each  original  share  of  $100  is  now  represented  by  four 
shares  whose  value  is  $1,000,  making  a total  of  $1,540.50  as  the  return  on  the  original 
investment,  or  more  than  36  per  cent,  per  annum.  With  what  wisdom  the  bank  must  have 
. been  conducted  to  produce  such  results  as  this  it  seems  unnecessary  to  say,  the  facts  being 
more  impressive  than  any  comment  possibly  could  be.  The  present  officers  are:  W.  H. 
Ihompson,  President;  J.  C.  Van  Blarcom,  Vice-President;  and  John  Nickerson,  Second 
Vice-President  ; B.  F.  Edwards,  Cashier ; C.  L.  Merrill,  Assistant  Cashier ; and  N.  B. 
Cowen,  Second  Assistant  Cashier. 


Legal. 

In  a suit  by  the  Third  National  Bank  of  Buffalo  to  recover  from  Hattie  Bowman  Spring 
on  a so-called  promissory  note,  it  appeared  that  a contract  expressing  the  note,  followed  by 
a statement  that  it  was  given  for  a piano,  the  title  of  which  should  remain  in  the  payee’s 
name,  until  full  payment  of  the  note,  with  interest,  had  been  transferred  to  the  bank.  The 
Erie  Trial  Term  held,  by  Justice  White,  that  this  was  not  a negotiable  instrument,  within 
the  law  merchant,  but  was  in  effect  an  agreement  for  a conditional  sale,  and  that  payments 
which  the  maker  made  in  good  faith  to  the  payee  after,  but  without  notice  of  the  transfer 
of  the  contract,  were  binding  on  the  transferee,  the  bank. 

The  firm  of  Spero  & P'reedman,  formed  in  January,  1885,  was  dissolved  in  1886  by 
mutual  consent,  David  Spero  purchasing  all  the  outstanding  accounts  and  indebtedness  and 
continuing  the  business.  One  Sambolino,  who  was  bookkeeper  for  the  firm,  was  retained 
by  Spero  for  some  time  after  the  dissolution.  While  employed  by  both  partners  Sambolino 
stole  a number  of  checks  sent  by  various  customers  through  the  mails  in  payment  for  goods, 
and  forged  the  name  of  the  payee,  which  in  some  cases  was  Spero,  and  in  others  Spero  & 
Freedman.  The  checks  were  delivered  to  a third  party,  who  indorsed  them  and  delivered 
them  to  B.  Blumenstock  & Son,  which  firm  indorsed  and  delivered  them  to  the  West  Side 
Bank,  and  they  were  collected  by  it.  Spero  recovered  judgment  in  his  suit  against  the 
bank  for  the  value  of  the  checks,  and  the  First  Appellate  Division  of  the  New  York  Supreme 
Court,  by  Justice  McLaughlin,  has  unanimously  directed  an  affirmance.  The  bank  had 
taken  a bond  from  Blumenstock  & Son,  from  whom  it  received  the  checks,  indemnifying  it 
against  loss.  The  Court  held  that  the  undisputed  facts  not  only  justified  but  required  the 
jury  to  reach  the  conclusion  which  it  did. 

Eliza  M.  Kiernan  brought  suit  against  Edward  Fox,  as  administrator  of  Patrick  P'ox, 
to  recover  certain  loans  made  to  the  latter  in  1872.  Mr.  Fox  was  discharged  from  all  his 
debts  by  a decree  in  bankruptcy,  made  in  1881,  but  plaintiff  claimed  a new  promise  by  him 
after  his  discharge,  to  pay  the  debt.  On  the  trial  the  jury  gave  a verdict  in  her  favor,  but  it 
was  set  aside  by  the  Court,  and  an  order  to  that  effect  has  been  affirmed  by  the  First  Appellate 
Division  of  the  New  York  Supreme  Court.  The  claim  of  an  express  promise  to  pay  the 
discharged  debt  was  based  upon  a letter  by  Mr.  Fox  in  August,  1886,  in  which  he  said  that 
when  he  was  in  a position  to  pay,  there  was  no  one  he  would  more  cheerfully  pay.  This, 
justice  Barrett  holds  to  be  ambiguous,  as  was  the  expression  in  the  same  letter  that  when 
he  realized,  as  he  hoped  to,  on  some  of  his  interests  in  real  estate,  he  would  not  forget  his 
deceased  friend’s  family.  “ These  expressions  left  the  whole  matter  in  the  air,”  Justice 
Barrett  said.  “ They  suggested  hope  of  payment,  but  they  could  not  have  well  inspired 
faith.  In  a general  way  they  evinced  kind  feeling  and  generous  purpose,  but  that  is  all. 
There  is  no  certainity  about  it.  It  is  impossible  to  hold  that  this  vague  and  guarded 
language  amounted  to  a clear,  distinct,  and  unequivocal  promise  to  pay,  or  that  it  necessarily 
or  reasonably  imported  such  a promise.” 

The  Washington  Savings  Bank,  Washington,  D.  C.,  discounted  two  five-thousand-dollar 
promissory  notes,  made  by  the  Arkell  Publishing  Company  to  its  own  order  and  indorsed 
by  it,  and* also  by  W.  J.  Arkell  and  James  Arkell,  and  last  by  George  C.  Ferguson,  who  at 
the  time  was  Vice-President  of  the  bank.  The  proceeds  of  the  notes  were  credited  to  Mr. 
Ferguson,  who  drew  against  them  two  checks,  one  to  the  bank’s  order,  for  $3,800,  and  one 
for  $5,145,  which  was  given  to  it  in  payment  of  its  draft  on  New  York  for  a like  amount, 
payable  to  Mr.  Ferguson’s  order.  This  draft  Mr.  Ferguson  indorsed  in  blank  and  gave  it 
to  the  Arkell  company.  The  other,  drawn  in  the  same  way,  was  given  to  the  bank,  in  part 
payment  of  a debt  due  it  by  Ferguson.  The  latter  used  for  his  own  purposes  what  was  left 
of  the  proceeds.  In  a suit  by  the  bank  against  Ferguson  he  claimed  the  notes  were  dis- 
counted for  the  Arkell  company,  and  that  his  mere  agency  in  the  matter  was  known  to  the 
plaintiff.  He  averred  in  his  answer  that  when  he  indorsed  the  notes  it  was  in  consideration 
agreed  between  him  and  the  bank  that,  in  case  of  default,  it  should  look  in  the  first  instance 
to  certain  collaterals,  and  then  to  the  personal  liability  of  the  Arkell  company;  and  that  he 
should  be  liable  on  his  indorsement  for  whatever  balance  remained  unpaid  after  the  sale  of 
the  collaterals  and  the  exhaustion  of  the  legal  remedy  against  that  company.  Judgment 
for  the  plaintiff  upon  a direction  by  the  Court  at  Trial  Term  has  been  unanimously  affirmed 
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by  the  First  Appellate  Division  of  the  New  York  Supreme  Court,  which  held,  in  an  opinion 
by  Justice  Barrett,  that  the  facts  alleged  constituted  no  defense,  and  the  exclusion  of 
questions  tending  to  prove  them  was  correct. 

Stephen  M.  Bull  sued,  in  the  New  York  Supreme  Court,  in  Orange  County,  for  the 
recovery  of  $1,220.23  from  James  P.  Case,  and  obtained  a warrant  of  attachment  against  the 
latter’s  property.  The  Sheriff  levied  upon  a bond  and  mortgage  for  $1,500,  made  to 
defendant  by  Cyrus  B.  Case,  on  June  29,  1896.  Mrs.  James  P.  Case  was  a beneficiary'  mem- 
ber of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Royal  Templars  of  Temperance,  which  had  issued  its  certifi- 
cate to  the  defendant  as  her  beneficiary.  She  died  on  January  18,  1896,  and  on  surrender  of 
her  certificate  the  council  issued  to  him  its  draft  for  $2,000,  the  amount  named  in  the  certi- 
ficate. On  June  29  James  indorsed  the  draft  to  Cyrus,  and  received  the  bond  and  mortgage 
in  question  and  his  note  for  $500.  The  Court  at  Special  Term  held  that  the  money  secured 
by  the  bond  and  mortgage  was  exempt  from  the  levy  of  the  Sheriff,  but  on  plaintiff’s  appeal 
the  Second  Appellate  Division,  in  an  opinion  by  Justice  Cullen,  directed  a reversal,  holding 
that  the  exemption  given  by'  Section  238  of  the  insurance  law  was  confined  to  the  time  when, 
the  insurance  or  benefit  contract  was  still  outstanding,  and  before  the  right  of  the  benefi- 
ciary to  recover  thereon  had  matured  and  the  amount  due  had  been  paid.  In  any  event,  it 
■was  held  that  the  exemption  did  not  extend  to  securities  purchased  with  the  insurance 
moneys.  Presiding  Justice  Goodrich  gave  a dissenting  opinion,  which  was  concurred  in  by 
Justice  Woodward.  “ The  beneficiary  is  told,”  the  Presiding  Justice  says,  ‘‘that  as  long 
as  his  claim  is  unpaid  it  cannot  be  reached  by  a creditor,  but  as  soon  as  it  is  paid  his 
creditor  can  seize  it.  This  is  keeping  the  promise  to  the  ear  and  breaking  it  to  the  hope. 
The  manifest  intention  of  the  Legislature  was  to  enable  a person  to  provide  means  which 
after  his  death  should  go  to  the  support  of  persons  dependent  upon  him  in  his  lifetime  and 
likely  to  be  left  in  need  by'  reason  of  his  death.”

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COUNTERFEIT  NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES. 


The  following  is  a complete  list  of  all  counterfeits  on  the  National  Banks  that  have  been 
presented  at  the  United  States  Treasury  Department,  and  embraces  all  that  are  in  circulation. 
National  Bank  notes  are  divided  into  three  classes,  as  follows  : First,  The  old  series,  bearing  the 
small  star-pointed  seal,  and  signed  by  F.  E.  Spinner  as  Treasurer.  Second,  The  series  of  1875,  bear- 
ing the  scalloped  seal,  and  signed  by  John  C.  New,  A.  U.  Wyman  and  Jas.  Gilfillan  as  Treasurers. 
Third,  The  series  of  1882,  bearing  the  large  seal  (chocolate  color),  and  signed  by  Jas.  Gilfillan, 
A.  U.  Wyman  and  C.  N.  Jordan  as  Treasurers.  All  of  these  series  have  been  counterfeited.  All 
notes  known  as  the  old  series  (having  the  star-pointed  seal)  were  printed  on  plain  bank-note  paper. 
The  series  of  1875  and  1882  are  printed  on  fibre  paper.  The  series  of  1875  have  the  charter  number 
printed  in  large  bold-faced  figures  on  each  end  of  note.  The  series  of  1882  have  the  charter 
number  printed  in  large  figures  on  the  note,  and  engraved  in  small  figures  surrounding  the  face 
of  note ; back  of  note,  the  charter  number  is  printed  in  large  figures  in  green  panel  centre  of 
note.  All  notes  have  the  check  letters  A,  B,  G,  D,  printed  on  the  face  of  note  in  upper  and  lower 
corners,  diagonally  opposite.  A few  banks  have  been  furnished  with  notes  bearing  E,  F,  G,  H,  of 
which  E and  H have  never  been  counterfeited.  All  National  Bank  Notes  upon  which  a counterfeit 
is  reported  in  circulation  may  be  taken  as  good,  provided  the  signatures  of  Register  and  Treasurer 
differ  from  those  given  in  this  list ; and  all  notes  may  be  taken  where  the  signatures  are  the  same, 
provided  the  check  letter  is  different. 

Photographic  notes  are  not  dangerous,  as  no  invention  has  been  perfected  by  which  the 
various  colors  on  a note  can  be  produced.  When  a genuine  note  is  photographed,  the  colors  upon 
the  counterfeit,  originally,  appear  in  black,  the  numbers  and  seals  on  the  notes  being  in  red  colors. 
It  has  been  necessary,  in  order  to  imitate  them  perfectly,  to  color  by  hand  in  various  ways.  On 
the  first  counterfeits  that  appeared  of  this  class  the  work  was  done  in  a careless  manner,  the 
tints  produced  being  of  a bad  color,  the  black  underneath  showing  through.  On  the  recent 
counterfeits  that  have  appeared,  the  tints  of  the  seals  and  numbers  are  excellent,  and  nearly  as 
good  as  the  genuine,  but  the  general  appearance  of  the  notes  is  so  bad  that  an  ordinary  person 
handling  money  can  readily  detect  them.  This  class  of  counterfeits  bear  various  numbers,  and 
the  numbers  cannot  be  relied  upon  as  a means  of  detection.

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UNITED  STATES  NOTES  AND  CERTIFICATES. 

All  U.  S.  Notes  are  printed  in  sheets  of  four  notes  of  one  denomination  on  each  sheet.  Each  note  is 
tottered  in  its  respective  order,  in  the  upper  and  lower  comers  diagonally  opposite,  A,  B,  C,  D.  The  Govern- 
ment has  the  following  system  for  numbering  its  notes  : All  numbers,  on  being  divided  by  4,  and  leaving 
1 for  a remainder,  have  the  check-letter  A ; 2 remainder,  B;  3 remainder,  C ; even  numbers,  or  with  no 
remainder,  are  lettered  D.  Any  United  States  note , the  number  upon  which  can  be  divided  by  U without 
showing  the  above  result,  is  a counterfeit.  While  this  rule  is  not  infallible,  it  will  enable  any  on*  to  detect  a 
large  number  of  the  counterfeits  in  circulation. 

The  old  issue  of  United  States  notes  was  divided  into  four  series,  all  of  which  were  signed  by  L.  E. 
Chittenden  as  Register,  and  F.  E.  Spinner  as  Treasurer.  The  series  of  1869  were  signed  by  John  Allison  as 
Register,  and  F.  E.  Spinner  as  Treasurer.  Of  the  series  of  1875,  numerous  counterfeits  have  appeared,  from 
the  l’s  to  the  50’s.  Notes  of  this  issue  are  signed  by  John  Allison,  Register,  and  John  C.  New,  A.  U.  Wyman, 
and  Jas.  Gilfillan  as  Treasurers.  Of  the  series  of  1878,  but  two  denominations  have  been  counterfeited,  the 
10’s  and  20’s,  and  of  the  series  of  1880,  the  2’s,  5’s,  10’s,  20’s,  50’s,  and  100’s. 

On  both  the  United  Stated  notes  and  gold  and  silver  certificates  there  are  usually  small  engraved  figures 
under  the  check-letter.  They  represent  the  number  of  the  plate  from  which  the  note  is  printed,  and  are 
used  as  a means  of  identification  of  the  printers  through  whose  hands  the  note  passed.  As  many  as  60  plates 
may  be  used  at  one  time  in  printing  notes  of  one  denomination,  and  each  plate  has  its  own  number.  The  team, 
which  consists  of  three  men,  is  responsible  for  every  note  bearing  the  number  of  the  plate  entrusted  to  it. 
The  small  figures  have  been  printed  on  all  notes  since  1862.  These  should  be  specially  observed  on  the  $10  notes 
of  1862  and  1863,  as  they  furnish  one  of  the  surest  guides  to  ascertaining  the  character  of  the  notes  reported 
on  pages  31  and  32  of  the  Detector.  Some  of  these  $10  counterfeits  are  very  dangerous,  particularly  those 
of  the  series  53.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  give  an  accurate  description  of  this  counterfeit,  and  the  Treasury 
Department  found  it  necessary  to  issue  a photograph  of  it  as  soon  as  it  was  discovered.  The  counterfeits 
which  we  have  seen  are  numbered  7,  19,  23,  52,  53,  of  the  first  issue  of  $10  United  States  notes. 

No  gold  certificates  have  been  issued  below  the  denomination  of  $20.  All  certificates  are  issued  and 
numbered  the  same  as  Treasury  notes,  and  are  chock-lettered  in  their  order  on  each  sheet. 

Only  one  denomination  of  gold  certificates  has  been  counterfeited,  the  20’s. 

Six  denominations  of  silver  certificates  have  been  counterfeited,  the  l’s,  2's,  5’s,  10’s,  20’s,  and  100’s,  and 
the  counterfeits  are  described  on  pages  36  to  41. 

All  U.  S.  Treasury  notes  issued  prior  to  1869  were  printed  on  plain  bank-note  paper.  All  issued  since, 
commencing  with  the  series  of  1869,  are  printed  on  fibre  paper.  Most  of  the  old  issues  were  counterfeited,  as 
the  paper  used  had  no  special  distinctive  feature,  engraving  being  mainly  relied  ou  by  the  Government  to 
prevent  imitation.  As  numerous  counterfeits  appeared  on  the  old  issues,  the  Government  was  obliged  to 
adopt,  in  1869,  a special  paper,  the  distinctive  feature  of  which  was  a narrow  localized  tint  of  short  blue  fibre 
running  the  enure  length  of  the  sheet  in  such  a manner  as  not  to  lessen  its  strength  or  interfere  with  the 
printing.  When  examined  under  the  microscope,  these  fibres  have  the  appearance  of  coarse  black  hairs,  of 
different  lengths  ands.'  *pes,  scattered  promiscuously,  regardless  of  regularity,  over  the  entire  surface.  This 
paper  is  known  as  the  Wilcox  patent.  In  1878  another  feature  of  fibre  paper  was  adopted,  somewhat  similar, 
with  two  siik  threads  running  lengthwise  throughout  the  note.  This  is  known  as  the  Crane  patent.

Treasury  numbers  are  almost  perfect,  both  m color  and  formation,  with  exception  of  figure  3. 
in  genuine  3,  lower  loop,  if  continued  upward,  would  meet  centre  line  of  figure,  making  a perfect 
circle  of  lower  half  of  3.  while  in  counterfeit  it  would  not.  In  all  counterfeits  so  far  heard  of 
Treasury  No.  begins  with  a 3,  but  other  counterfeits  may  have  this  changed.  Color  of  seal  on 
many  of  counterfeits  is  lighter  shade  of  carmine  than  in  genuine,  although  one  of  counterfeits 
seen  by  us  was  almost  correct  in  color.  Counterfeits  are  8-1 6 of  an  inch  shorter  than  genuine  and  are 
printed  on  two  pieces  of  paper,  between  which  red  and  blue  silk  thread  in  imitation  of  distributed 
fibre  is  placed,  w'hen  put  in  circulation  at  first  closely  resemble  the  genuine  in  touch,  but  after 
handling  to  any  extent  come  to  feel  thick.  .

These  counterfeit  U.  S.  coupon  bonds  are  exceedingly  dangerous.  Observe  closely  following 
description  : In  1,000  counter,  composed  of  nine  sections  at  each  side  of  portrait  of  Chase,  in 
section  at  left  of  lower  half  of  figure  “ 1 ” in  “1,000,”  letter  “S”  in  “Stat.”  is  perfect  in  counter- 
feit ; in  original,  only  upper  hair  of  “ S”  is  seen.  Also,  to  right  of  letter  S in  word  “registers”  is 
a break  in  hair-line  surrounding  portrait  of  Chase,  about  one-sixteenth  inch  in  length,  which  does 
not  appear  in  original.  Counterfeit  differs  from  original  in  mitering  of  four  corners  of  green 
border.  Near  extreme  corner,  inside  of  lathe- work  border,  is  a uniform  white  figure  in  shape  of 
a heart,  with  apex  pointing  towards  corners,  and  this  figure  is  same  on  all  four  corners ; in 
original  these  figures  are  irregular,  having  no  symmetrical  form.  In  words,  “are  indebted  unto,” 
below  portrait  of  Chase,  heavy  black  line  in  centre  of  face  of  the  first  letter  “ A ” is  omitted  in 
counterfeit.  In  title,  “United  States  of  America,”  ruled  shade  on  left-hand  side  of  spur  of  letter 
**  U ” at  bottom;  on  counterfeit,  are  seven  short  lines,  forming  but  a slight  shade  under  that  part 
of  letter,  while  in  genuine  there  are  ten  lines  about  one-sixteenth  inch  in  length,  forming  a shade 
same  width  as  the  shade  at  bottom  of  letter.  On  right  of  spur,  at  bottom  of  letter  “U,”  in 
counterfeit,  in  ruled  shade,  where  it  touches  bottom  of  letter  “N,”  four  lines  only  touch  “N  • ” on 
genuine,  seven  lines  touch.  On  counterfeit,  6hade  on  right  spur  at  bottom  of  letter  “T”  in 
“ United,”  3 lines  touch  bottom  of  letter  “ E ; ” on  genuine,  shade  does  not  touch  “ E.”  Shading 
in  top  loop  of  first  “S  ” in  “ States  ” fills  loop  on  counterfeit,  while  on  genuine  there  is  a slight 
blank  space  in  lower  right-hand  part  of  loop.  There  is  a blank  space  in  shading  of  bottom  loop  of 
same  letter  on  counterfeit,  in  lower  right-hand  part ; on  genuine,  blank  space  is  directly  over 
point  in  bottom  of  letter.  On  lower  loop  of  second  “S,”in  counterfeit,  ruled  shaded  lines  fill 
whole  loop,  while  in  genuine  there  is  blank  space  free  from  ruling. 
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The  Different  Methods  of  Counterfeiting  Coin. 

Coins  of  all  kinds  and  denominations  have  been  counterfeited.  The  most  dangerous 
counterfeits  are  those  struck  from  a die,  and  are  usually  imitations  of  gold  coins.  Molds 
of  various  kinds  are  extensively  used  in  counterfeiting,  but  counterfeits  so  made  are  mucn 
inferior  to  those  made  with  a die.  They  have  a fine  appearance,  letteiing  and  milling  being 
sharp  and  clear,  and  the  ring  usually  good,  in  some  instances  almost  perfect  fac  similes  of  gen- 
uine. They  are  usually  a trifle  short  weight,  however,  and  the  edges  or  reeding  not  so  sharp 
and  clear  as  in  genuine.  Many  of  these  coins  are  full  weight.  In  counterfeits  made  from  a 
mold,  lettering,  milling  and  reeding  are  usually  poor,  weight  very  defective,  the  coins  lack 
the  sharp  and  clear-cut  appearance  of  genuine  coin.  Most  counterfeit  silver  coins  in  circula- 
tion are  made  from  molds,  as  it  is  an  inexpensive  form  of  counterfeiting.  Some  fair  speci- 
mens have  been  produced  in  this  way,  but  usually  they  are  much  lighter  than  the  genuine, 
and  if  of  required  weight,  differ  in  diameter  or  thickness. 

Various  metals  are  used  by  counterfeiters,  principally  platinum,  silver,  copper,  brass, 
antimony,  aluminum,  zinc,  type  metal,  lead  and  their  numerous  compositions. 

Among  the  most  dangerous  counterfeits  of  gold  coin  are  those  of  a composition  of  gold, 
silver  and  copper.  They  are  a low  grade  gold,  and  the  acid  test  shows  they  lack  the  fineness 
of  standard  gold  used  by  the  U.  S.  miint,  which  is  900  fine,  or  21.19  carats.  These  counter- 
feits average  from  400  to  800  fine.  Platinum  counterfeits  are  dangerous,  as  the  metal  used 
gives  required  weight,  and  they  are  heavily  gold-plated.  When  they  have  been  in  circula- 
tion for  a time  the  plating  wears  off,  especially  on  the  edges. 

The  most  dangerous  counterfeit  of  silver  coin  is  made  of  a composition  of  antimony 
and  lead,  the  former  metal  predominating.  These  counterfeits  are  of  the  dollar;  have  a 
fine  appearance,  are  heavily  silver-plated,  with  fair  ring;  some  are  only  slightly  below  the 
standard  weight.  Some  pieces  among  the  smaller  coins  are  made  of  brass,  struck  from  a 
die,  and  when  heavily  plated  are  fair  imitations.  They  lack  required  weight,  except  in  a few 
instances.  Counterfeits  of  type  metal,  lead  and  other  compositions  are  much  lighter  than 
genuine,  those  having  required  weight  are  much  too  thick. 

Genuine  coins  of  all  kinds,  for  the  sake  of  gain,  are  tampered  with  in  various  ways. 
These  operations  are  confined  almost  exclusively  to  gold  coins,  which  are  sweated,  plugged 
and  filled. 

Sweating  is  removing  a portion  of  the  gold  from  s\irface  of  coin.  The  process  does  not 
interfere  with  the  ring,  and  as  portion  removed  is  generally  slight,  the  coin  is  left  with  a very 
fair  appearance,  weiglit  only  being  defective.  The  principal  methods  of  sweating  are  the 
acid  bath,  filing  the  edges  or  reeding,  the  operator  finding  a profit  in  the  small  quantities  of 
gold  removed  from  numerous  pieces.  The  average  reduction  in  value  of  coins  subjected  to 
these  processes  is  from  1-20  to  1-10. 

Plugging  is  done  by  boring  holes  in  the  coin,  extracting  the  gold,  and  filling  cavity 
with  a cheaper  material.  The  larger  coins — double  eagles  and  eagles  ($20  and  $10  pieces) — 
are  used  for  this  purpose.  Holes  are  bored  into  the  coin  from  the  edge  or  reeding,  the  gold 
extracted  and  cavity  filled  with  a base  metal.  The  small  surface  of  the  plugging  material, 
where  it  shows  on  the  edge  of  the  coin,  is  covered  with  gold  and  reeding  retouched  with  a 
file  or  machine.  The  average  loss  in  value  to  coins  treated  in  this  way  is  from  one-eighth  to 
one-sixth.  Coins  of  this  kind  are  very  dangerous,  as  they  are  perfect  in  appearance,  the 
edges  only  having  been  tampered  with. 

Filling  is  most  commonly  done  by  sawing  the  coin  through  from  the  edge  or  reeding, 
removing  the  interior  portion,  and  replacing  it  with  a cheap  metal.  Coins  of  all  denomina- 
tions, from  quarter  eagle  to  double  eagle,  are  subjected  to  this  process.  When  platinum  is 
used  to  replace  gold  extracted,  the  coin  has  same  weight  as  genuine.  By  this  process  coins 
lose  four-fifths  of  their  value,  as  the  original  surfaces  are  left  only  of  paper  thickness.  When 
edges  have  been  covered  with  gold  and  reeding  restored,  the  coin  has  the  appearance  of 
being  genuine,  having  correct  size  and  weight,  and  a fair  ring.  Sometimes  tue  covering  of 
gold  on  edges  is  so  thin  that  filling  can  be  distinctly  seen.  When  other  and  less  costly 
filling  than  platinum  is  used,  coins  are  of  light  weight  and  have  a bad  ring.  If  of  correct 
weight  they  are  too  thick.  Another  method  of  filling  is  sawing  the  coin  partly  in  two,  from 
edge  or  reeding,  on  one  side,  leaving  a thin  and  thick  portion.  The  thin  side  of  the  coin 
is  turned  back  and  the  gold  extracted  from  centre  of  thicker  portion.  The  cavity  is  filled 
with  base  metal  and  sides  pressed  back  into  original  position  and  soldered  or  brazed  together. 
It  is  difficult  to  give  average  loss  to  coins  treated  in  this  manner,  as  hardly  any  two  seen 
have  same  amount  of  gold  taken  from  them. 

For  detecting  counterfeit  coin,  compare  impress,  size,  weight,  ring  and  general  appear- 
ance with  genuine  coin  of  same  period  and  coinage.  The  three  tests  of  weight , diameter  and 
thickness  should  be  applied, for  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  counterfeiter  to  comply  wtih  them 
three  tests  without  using  genuine  metal.  Following  we  give  a complete  list  and  a thorough 
description  of  the  most  dangerous  counterfeits  known  to  be  in  existence,  with  means 
their  detection. 
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DOUBLE  EAGLE— $20. 

Weight  of  genuine  Double  Eagle  is  516  grains,  is  900  fine,  and  21. 19  carats. 

1850. — Weighs  360  grains,  fineness  gold,  571;  silver,  85;  copper,  344,  and  13.22  carats,  value,  $8.83. 

Lighter  in  appearance,  and  thicker  than  genuine.  Reeding  and  milling  defective. 

1851. — Weighs  473  grains,  or  43  grains  light.  Color  is  bad;  reeding  and  milling  defective. 

Portrait  of  head  of  Liberty  smaller  than  genuine.  Bears  no  mint  mark.  Is  struck  from  i 
a die. 

1880.— Composed  of  type  metal,  gold  plated,  and  exceedingly  light,  weighing  about  296  grains— 
220  grains  light.  Ring  defective.  Reeding  and  milling  poorly  done. 

1884.— Has  a fair  appearance,  mint  mark  S.  Color  not  good;  diameter  larger  than  genuine. 
Milling  and  reeding  fair.  Several  grains  lighter  than  genuine.

STANDARD  DOLLARS. 

Weight  of  standard  silver  dollar,  412>£  grains,  900  fine,  first  coined  in  1794.  Number  of  old 
dollars  were  counterfeited,  composition  generally  being  of  German  silver  and  brass,  and  heavily 
plated;  milling  and  reeding  poor. 

Bland  or  standard  dollar  first  coined  in  1878;  fineness,  900;  weight  in  grains,  412>£.  All  dates 
of  this  coin  extensively  counterfeited ; composition  generally  used  being  lead,  pewter,  type-metal 
and  iron.  Made  in  a mold,  and  over  100  grains  lighter  than  genuine;  readily  detected  owing  to 
slippery  feeling. 

A number  of  very  dangerous  counterfeits  of  this  coin  have  been  seen  recently,  which  were 
nearly  full  weight,  averaging  from  380  to  410  grains.  Composed  of  antimony  and  lead,  former 
metal  predominating,  heavily  silver  plated.  Made  in  mold,  fine  general  appearance,  almost  per- 
fect imitation  of  genuine.  The  dates  of  this  coin  range  from  1878  to  present  time.  When  coin 
becomes  worn  by  use,  base  metal  shows  beneath  plating.  King  trifle  imperfect.  We  warn  our 
patrons  against  this  dangerous  counterfeit. 

HALF  DOLLARS. 

Weight  of  genuine  half  dollar  of  present  issue,  192.9  grains;  fineness,  900.  Weight  prior  to 
1837  was  208  grains;  from  1837  to  1853,  206.25  grains;  legal  tender  for  ten  dollars.  Old  issues  were 
extensively  counterfeited  ; composition  generally  used  was  German  silver  and  brass,  heavily 
plated,  had  fair  appearance.  Of  the  late  issue  the  country  has  been  flooded  with  counterfeits  of 
various  dates.  The  most  dangerous  of  these  have  following  dates:  1841,  1842,  1843, 1845,  1849, 1857, 
1859, 1860,  1861, 1871, 1872, 1875, 1876, 1877, 1892, 1893,  1894, 1895, 1896, 1897, 1898.  These  coins  are  struck 
from  dies,  and  made  from  molds.  Metals  used  are  brass,  lead,  pewter  and  type-metal.  Most  of 
these  coins  are  lighter  than  genuine,  and  have  sharp  keen  ring,  as  if  containing  glass;  1841,  1842, 
1872,  1876,  1877  are  nearly  full  weight  and  size,  the  last  mentioned  being  a trifle  thicker  than 
genuine,  and  composed  largely  of  brass.  Have  a very  fine  appearance,  but  can  be  readily  detected 
by  milling  and  reeding,  and  defective  lettering  of  word  Liberty  on  snield  of  Goddess  of  Liberty. 

In  counterfeit  of  1894,  weight,  ring  and  color  are  equal  to  genuine.  On  back  shield  on  breast  of 
eagle  imperfect,  also  words  “E  Pluribus  Unum,”  letters  being  irregular,  some  very  indistinct. 

The  counterfeit  of  1898  has  the  weight,  diameter  and  thickness  of  genuine  coin.  Last 
syllable  in  pluribus  and  final  “ m”  in  unum  on  rev-  rse  of  coin  imperfect.  Two  dies  have  been 
used  in  stamping  the  reverse  side  of  these  coins,  which  is  proven  by  examining  the  position  of 
the  stars.  On  some  the  star  touches  the  last  letter  “ S ” in  the  word  States,  while  on  others  it  is 
some  distance  from  it.  On  the  obverse  of  coin  there  appears  a dot  on  the  top  end  of  the  “ 1 ” in 
date  1898,  and  the  nose  of  figure  has  flat  appearance. 


QUARTER  DOLLARS. 

Weight  of  genuine  quarter  dollar  of  present  issue  is  96.45  grains;  fineness  900.  Prior  to  1837 
was  104  grains;  from  1837  to  1853,  103.125  grains;  legal  tender  for  ten  dollars.  This  coin  has  been 
very  extensively  counterfeited  of  various  dates,  the  most  dangerous  of  which  are  1853,  1854,  1855, 
1857,  1858,  1860,  1861,  1892, 1893, 1894, 1895, 189*,  1897,  1898.  Metals  generally  used,  brass,  tin,  pewter 
and  lead.  Made  in  mold,  well  plated,  calculated  to  deceive.  Reeding  and  milling  usually  poor, 
obverse  and  reverse  not  perfect  Counterfeits  of  this  denomation  of  later  date  are  very  inferior, 
having  greasy  and  slippery  feeling,  easily  detected  by  any  person  accustomed  to  handling  money. 

TWENTY  CENTS. 

Weight  of  genuine  twenty-cent  piece,  77.16;  fineness  900;  first  coined  in  1875;  coinage  ceased 
1878;  legal  tender  for  five  dollars.  A few  counterfeits  put  in  circulation;  very  poor  and  easily 
detected. 

DIMES. 

Weight  of  genuine  dime,  38.58  grains;  fineness  900.  Weight  prior  to  1837,  41.7  grains;  from 
1837  to  1854,  41.25  grains,  legal  tender  for  ten  dollars.  Counterfeits  very  numerous.  Metals  used, 
brass,  pewter  and  lead.  General  appearance  very  poor. 

HALF  DIMES. 

Weight  of  genuine  half  dime  19.29  grains  ; finenes-  900  ; weight  prior  to  1837  20.8  grains  ; 
from  1837  to  1853  20.625  grains;  legal  tender  for  five  dollars.  A few  counterfeits  of  these  old 
dates,  exceedingly  poor  and  readily  detected. 

THREE  CENTS. 

Weight  of  genuine  three-cent  piece  11.52  grains;  fineness  900  ; legal  tender  for  five  dollars. 
First  coine*  in  1851  ; coinage  ceased  in  1873.  A number  of  counterfeits  of  this  coin  have  been 
seen,  fair  imitation  of  genuine,  well  plated,  calculated  to  deceive. 

Silver  coins  of  smaller  denominations  than  fl,  if  not  mutilated  so  as  to  be  unfit  for  circulation, 
may  be  presented  in  sums  of  $20  or  any  multiple  thereof,  to  the  Treasurer,  or  any  Assistant 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States  for  redemption  in  lawful  money. 

Mutilated  Silver  and  Minor  Coins  should  be  ref  used,  as  there  is  no  provision  for  their 


redemption.  

FIVE  CENTS— NICKEL. 

This  coin  has  been  extensively  counterfeited,  particularly  date  of  1875,  dangerous  counterfeit. 
Struck  from  a die,  and  made  of  same  metal  as  used  by  mint.  Lettering  in  word  United  States 
imperfect,  also  stars  surrounding  figure  5.  Other  counterfeits  are  very  poor,  composed  of  lead 
ana  pewter,  and  made  in  mold. 

V ' THREE  CENTS-NICKEL. 


Numerous  counterfeits  of  this  coin  circulated.  Made  in  mold,  very  poor,  easily  detected. 

CENT—  COFFER-NICKEL  AND  BRONZE. 

These  coins  have  been  counterfeited  to  small  extent,  principally  to  fill  cabinets  of  numismatics, 
particularly  old  dates.  Good  counterfeits  of  1884.  1888,  1892,  1896  and  1897  in  circulation. 
Genuine  cent  is  90  per  cent,  copper  and  10  per  cent,  zinc  and  tin,  while  counterfeit  is  all  copper, 
hence  darker  bronze  than  genuine.

The 
large  figures  and  the  word  “One,”  in  large  characters,  have  been  changed  to  10,  but  the  border 
and  rest  of  note  have  not  been  altered,  except  that  ink  lines  are  scattered  over  to  make  characters 
indistinct.  There  are  no  $10  Dominion  of  Canada  notes. 


Notes  are  raised  from  a smaller  denomination  to  a higher  in  various  ways  : 1st.  The  figures 
in  the  counters  are  extracted  with  a powerful  acid,  and  figures  of  a larger  denomination  are 
printed  in  their  places.  This  can  be  easily  detected,  as  the  letters  and  figures  substituted  are  of 
an  inferior  quality  to  that  on  the  balance  of  the  note.  2d.  Counters  are  torn  from  genuine  notes 
and  substituted  for  those  extracted.  This  is  known  as  the  pasting  process.  These  alterations 
can  be  readily  detected  by  holding  the  note  to  the  light,  which  will  at  once  disclose  the  parte 
pasted  on.
